The  first  tulip  bulbs  seen  in  Europe  were 
brought  from  Persia  in  the  16th  century.  Their 
showing  in  Europe  so  attracted  the  attention  of 
royalty  that  about  1635  A.D.  the  prices  on  new 
varieties  were  bid  up  to  fabulous  heights. 

A  single  bulb  of  the  variety  Semper  Augustus 
sold  for  3,300  florins  ($1,500).  Every  bulb  of¬
